The International Geophy sical Year has 


dropped ou t of the news, thou gh it more 


than came u p to the high ex pectations of 
what cou ld be learned if scientists and ob­ 
serv ers throu ghou t the world pooled their 
k nowledge. 


In approx imately 18 months they learned 
for ex ample, that the earth is cov ered with 
more ice and snow than prev iou sly had been 
estimated. Instead of 3,240,000 cu bes of a 
mile in each dimension, there are 4,500,000 
cu bic miles of frozen matter. 


They learned there is twice as mu ch pre­ 
cipitation in the Arctic as there is in the 
Antarctic. They discov ered that Antarctica 
is not a solid mass bu t a network of islands 
and mou ntain chains. They fou nd three major' 
ocean cu rrents and v ast mineral deposits in 
the Pacific Ocean. 


In 19 56, when IGY was still in the planning 
stage, a project to lau nch an artificial satel­ 
lite was a special focu s of interest. The 
United States had made it k nown in 1955 it 
was planning to go ahead with the idea, 


which had been in the ex ploratory stage 
since early postwar day s. 
Other nations said they were interested, 
too. The Sov iet Union let it be k nown it 
had a special interest in the idea and wou ld 
mak e a major project of it. Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan also showed interest. 
Bu t as it happened, the Sov iet Union was 
first to carry ou t its project su ccessfu lly , 
with resu lts that prov ed deeply distu rbing to 
international confidence and to the Geophy si­ 
cal Year, itself. What had been schedu led 
as one detail of the show tu rned into an ob­ 
session abou t rock et thru st. 
In the long v iew, howev er, this may well 
be forgotten when fu tu re generations ev alu ate 
the first IGY. The hope of permanent shar­ 
ing of k nowledge abou t the earth no longer 
seems far-fetched. There is talk of a similar 
project in medical research. 
In a qu iet way among scientists there was 
more amicability du ring IGY than bick ering 
politicians 
and sword - rattling militarists 
wou ld hav e thou ght possible while ex chang­ 
ing recriminations and insu lts. 


Kremlin Can See the Evidence, Too 


While there still is time to u nderstand what 
mak es the gov ernment of the Sov iet Union 
afraid of the resu rgent power of West Ger­ 
many , estimates of military strength in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization shou ld be 
look ed at objectiv ely . 
In the 12 y ears since the end of World War 
II, • the German economy has come back 
far enou gh to mak e West Germany the third 
strongest NATO member — rank ing after 
Britain and the United States. 
In the not-too-distant fu tu re, West Germany 
may be ex pected to mov e ahead of Britain. 
France is ou t of the ru nning as a major 
power statu s is c onc e r ne d . Its military 
strength has been sapped by the stalemate 
in Algeria, 
No other power in Eu rope is potentially 
strong enou gh to head off the Germans, once 
they hav e had time to organize their amaz­ 
ing resou rces of ingenu ity and thorou ghness. 
This is precisely what the Kremlin is aware 
of in the contrast between West Germany and 
East Germany . It is what rank les the Com­ 
mu nists abou t the u se of Berlin — a hu ndred 
miles inside the Ru ssian zone — as a show­ 
case for West German progress. 
To the ex tent that the Western Allies hav e 


contribu ted to the progress and ev en to the 
ex tent they hav e not discou raged it, the 
Kremlin can argu e with sou nd logic that v ic­ 


tory ov er Germany in World War II has 
been tu rned into a new military threat against 
Ru ssia. 
This seems preposterou s to the United 
States — a mark of Ru ssian obstru ctionism. 
And it may well be motiv ated by the intent 
to obstru ct. Bu t it seemed preposterou s to the 
United States when Germany ’s neighbors 
look ed at it apprehensiv ely after World War 
I, while it was staging the recov ery that en­ 
abled it to challenge the world in 1939. 
The rev elation that West Germany now is 
NATO’s third power comes at an inoppor­ 
tu ne time. The Kremlin can see the ev i­ 
dence, too. It has argu ed that the Western 
Allies 8 re hoping to u se Germany against 
the Sov iet Union. It has argu ed that the 
secu rity of Eu rope depends on prev enting 
a resu rgence of Germany 's ability to wage 
war. 
The rebu ttal to its argu ment is not lik ely 
to be conv incing in the light of the ev idence, 
that the Kremlin is at closer grips with 
reality than the Western Allies. 


No-Smoking Rule in School Buildings 


An official finding that smok ing was in­ 
v olv ed in the tragic fire in Ou r Lady of the 
Angels school fire in Chicago last Dec. 1 
will set off more generalizations abou t fire 
hazards in schools. 
Thou gh it cannot be denied that mu ch good 
comes ou t of these generalizations, they also 
are a sou rce of grief and misu nderstand­ 
ing. The classic ex ample of the good they 
can do is the fact that all school doors now 
open ou tward au tomatically becau se in the 
Collinwood school fire children were cru shed 
and smothered against a door that cou ldn’t 
be opened. Bu t the fact is that the door in 
that case did open ou tward bu t had been 


School Buses 


Colu mbiana Cou nty this y ear set a record 
it isn’t prou d of. It rank ed first in the state 
among cou nties of comparable popu lation in 
the freq u ency of school bu s accidents. 
Since September there hav e been 10 school 
bu s mishaps, bringing death to one child 
and inju ry to 25 others. Fortu nately the other 
sev en accidents resu lted only in property 
damage althou gh the liv es of other children 
were endangered. 
Where does the responsibility lie? Mostly 
with motorists trav eling at speeds in ex cess 
of the road conditions, althou gh three bu s 
driv ers were cited by the State Patrol. Only 
la st Friday another school bu s-au to collision 
occu rred when the driv er of the passenger 
v ehicle crashed into the rear of the bu s 
laden with children. 
It will tak e only ex treme cau tion on the 
part of all motorists to prev ent a continu ­ 
ance of school bu s accidents. School bu ses 
are clearly mark ed and brightly painted. A 
motorist’s normal reaction when he sees one 
on the highway wou ld be to slow down, it 
wou ld seem, bu t u nfortu nately this has not 
been the case. 
The safety of the many 
children who mu st ride on school bu ses de­ 
pends on the alertness of all driv ers.

No 
amou nt of ru le-mak ing will eliminate a 
certain amou nt of sneak -smok ing, bu t a 
minimu m of ru le-mak ing 
cou ld 
eliminate 
smok ing by ru le-respecting adu lts. 
The Chicago disaster has made officials, 
parents and teachers tak e a long, hard look 
at school bu ildings all ov er the cou ntry . They 
hav e been made newly aware of the potential 
firetraps in which many children are hou sed 
du rmg school hou rs. Bu t they need also to 
be aware of the precau tions necessary to 
k eep potential firetraps from tu rning into 
the real thing. 
One of the most indispensable precau tions 
is to mak e certain that all smok ing is done 
in a safe place — not arou nd a corner on 
the sly . In a school bu ilding u sed by y ou ng 
children, no smok ing shou ld be done by the 
children, on pain of ex pu lsion. 
Other lessons can be drawn from the Chi­ 
cago disaster, su ch as the danger of paper 
atorage in areas of special danger and the 
consequ ences of being tardy in tu rning in a 
fire alarm. Bu t the strongest is lik ely to be 
the hazard of sneak -smok ing by y ou ngsters 
who do not u nderstand the v ital importance 
of safe practices.

oDly $1,351 a y ear.

religion being giv en equ al opportu n­ 
ity to hold its own serv ices in sep­ 
arate sections of the same school 
bu ildings, is a v iolation of the Con­ 
stitu tion. 
Then the Su preme Cou rt rev ersed 
itself in part in 1952 and said it 
is constitu tional to release the chil­ 
dren to go to religiou s classes du r­ 
ing school hou rs prov ided these are 
carried on in other than pu blic1 
school bu ilings. 


UNDER THIS FORMULA these 
children wo do not want any re­ 
ligiou s instsu ction are req u ired to 
remain in the classrooms. This has 
been sev erely criticized as u nequ al 
bu t it is nev ertheless the latest 
cou rt ru ling on the su bject. 
In New York City , moreov er, at­ 
tempts hav e been made to intro­ 
du ce into the pu blic schools a joint 
celebration of Christmas and the 
Jewish “Festiv al of Lights,” k nown 
as “Hanu k ah,” as well as a com- 
b:ned observ ance of Easter and 
Passov er. Bu t the statement ju st 
issu ed by the Jewish national or­ 
ganizations deplores any su ch co­ 
operativ e serv ices as also a v iola­ 
tion of “the conscience of many 
religiou s persons, Jews and Chris* 
tians alik e.” 
The statement recommends that 
stu dents be permitted to refrain 
from any participation in religiou s 
holiday observ ances if they so 
desire. 
This brings into the news a topic 
that has many other controv ersial 
aspects as well. The Constitu tion 
has only one sentence on the su b­ 
ject 
It say s: 
“Congress 
shall 
mak e no laws respecting an estab­ 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free ex ercise thereof.” 
When the Su preme Cou rt forbad 


the u se of pu blic school bu ildings 
du ring school hou rs to 
perm it . e- 
ligitu s instru ction by teachers ol 
different faiths to their own grou ps, 
was this a prohibition of the 
free 
ex ercise” or religion? 
Father Virgil C. Blu m, professor 
of political science at 
Ma rquette 
Univ ersity , is the au thor of a book , 
ju st ou t, entitled 
“ Freedom of 
Choice in Edu cation. 
He has long adv ocated a certifi­ 
cate and tax -credit plan whereby 
parents wou ld be giv en some form 
o f su bsidy ou t o f local tax es to 
enable them to send their children 
to whatev er schools they wish, so 
as to get whatev er religiou s in­ 
stru ction they prefer. 


HE DECLARES in his book that 
“the rights of parents who believ e 
in the Christian or Jewish religion 
ana think that it shou ld be tau ght 
to their children in school are as 
fu ndamental as any other constitu ­ 
tional rights.” he adds: 
“Parents who demand for their 
chilren an edu cation from which 
all mention of Go has been de­ 
hy drated are within their rights 
u nder the Constitu tion. Bu t, when 
gov ernment demands that all chil- 
ren conform to this 
established 
secu lar religion of the p u b 1 i c 
schools as a condition for sharing 
in edu cational benefits, the chil­ 
dren’s religiou s liberty is seriou s­ 
ly abridged. This alternativ e of the 
dilemma is totally u nacceptable 
to parents of ev ery religiou s belief 
who desire a God-centered edu ca­ 
tion for their chilren.” 
The topic has a new significance 
nowaday s, since the 
S u p r e m e 
Cou rt has become the “su preme 
school board” of the nation and 
decides cases on sociological and 
psy chological factors as they relate 
to the eu cation of the child in 
the pu blic schools. 
Bu t if the people are to mak e 
ru re that the 
problem 
will 
be 
handled as they wish, they will 
hav e to s e e k 
a constitu tional 
amendment. This 
w ou l d insu re 
them, for e x ample, refu nds in 
tax es or tax credits so they cou ld 
send their children to pr i v a t e 
schools that teach religion or to 
pu blic s c hool s where “released 
t'm e” du ring school hou rs wou ld be 
granted to children of particu lar 
faiths, who wou ld be tau ght in 
pu blic school bu ildings by their own 
religiou s instru ctors. 
It will be noted that the New 
York City Board of Edu cation, in 
its six -point program to combat 
crime in the schools, say s that, in 
the commu nity ’s efforts to solv e 
the p r ob l e m of ju v enile delin­ 
q u ency : “There is no su bstitu te for 
the principles 
of 
religion 
and 
morality .”

Church and State 


The joy ou s Christmas season, 
dedicated by Christians to their 
Prince of Peace, seems to be get­ 
ting more and more inv olv ed in 
the tou chy chu rch and state con­ 
trov ersy . 
Last week , a New York State 
Su preme Cou rt ju stice ru led it 
permissible for the Ossining, N.Y, 
school board to disply a Christ­ 
mas creche — a Nativ ity scene — 
on the lawn of the town’s ju nior- 
senior high school. 
The v ery nex t day , the School 
Board in Lev ittown, N.Y., v oted 
5-1 not to display a similar creche 
on the grou nds of one of its pu blic 
schools. 
Last y ear, a grou p of parents 
in 
Delaware 
Township, 
N.J., 
protested the staging of a Nativ ­ 
ity play by children in an elemen­ 
tary school, partly on the grou nds 
that it ran cou nter to their relig­ 
iou s beliefs. 
Those are not isolated incidents, 
pecu liar to the commu nities of 
Ossining, Lev ittown and Delaware 
Township. They are sk irmishes in 
the cross-cou ntry war of words 
ov er wnat is called “separation of 
chu rch and state.” 
The argu ments u sed recently on 
both sides in the pu blic school- 
Christmas controv ersy are worth 
noting for the qu estion is basic,

Objects Facilitate Moving 


If you have a muscular, friend-, 
ly neighbor who’s always willing 
to lend a hand. . 
If you have nothing in your 
home that can’t be lifted by one 
person. . .

But most of us at one time 
or another are faced with the 
task of moving an object too big, 
too heavy or too awkward to push, 
puil or lift. 


Heavy items that are likely to

In Cleveland and environs stills 
have been found in basements, 
attics, upstairs apartments, gar­ 
ages, barns, wooden lots—nearly 
every conceivable place. 
The old copper still with coils 
is a rare find today. Usually oper­ 
ators employ 50-gallon oil drums 
and any kind of metal tubing they 
can find. It has been many months 
s:nce any 200 and 300-gaUon stills 
have been uncovered. 
A 50-gallon oil-drum still found 
here recenty operated on a cycle 
that produced 20 gallons of high 
proof moonshine every five days 
from the 50 gallons of mash. 
The mash—a mix ture of corn, 
sugar and water—is heated and 
then permitted to work for about 
a month before it is poured into 
the still and heated to boiling. 
Alcoholic spirits vaporize and con­ 
dense in the tubes and filter into 
containers. 
“About the best filter for liquor 
is a felt hat,” Corsaro said. “It 
is amazing, but the felt does 
about as good 
a job as can be 
done.” 
Keeping this kind of an oper­ 
ation secret from the law is no 
mean problem.

with the Browns. It will be car­ 
ried on network television (NBC) 
with New York and a 75-mile 
area blacked out. 
Once again it as the grudging 
defense of the 11 hangmen that 
thrilled the icy crowd of 61,274. 
The Giants’ four-man defensive 
line was tremendous. Andy Robss-

The alert deep defense of Lin- 
don Crow (he intercepted two), 
Carl Karilivacz, Jim Patton and 
Em Tunnell turned in an excellent 
job when Cleveland’s badly rushed 
passers took to the air. Mit Plum, 
who was injured in the first half, 
and Jim Ninowski, completed 10 
of 27. 
But all the defense in the world 
wouldn’t have helped the Giants 
if they hadn’t been able to score. 
The only touchdown was a tricky 
thing, on a frozen field, an 18-yard 
play late in the first period.
